Houston Dann, of the National Mutual 
Petroleum Fire Insurance Company, re 
ported phenomenal growth of that com 
pany the past year. He stated there were 
greater fire losses the last year from the 
refinery industry than from the jobbing 
industry, contrary to past conditions, ac- 
cording to his statistics. One principal 
reason for this, he stated, was the fact 
withdrawal of competent labor under the 
draft had forced the use of new and un 
skilled men who did not use the same 
degree of care. 

Washington Representative Fayette B 
Dow reported at the session today discuss- 
ing the taxation situation in detail, after 
which there was a general discussion of 
the subject. Dow was appointed to meet 
with the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue and urge the necessity of a proper 
depreciation allowance in the new tax 
bill as applied to refining properties 

Because of the present high cost of 
tank cars and equipment it was shown a 
depreciation charge higher than normal 
should be allowed. 

In the Thursday morning session Gen- 
eral Counsel Chamberlin presented his re- 
port taking up particularly the disparity in 


the report recently issued by the Federal 
Trade Commission purporting to show 
profits of the oil companies in this coun- 
try. This disparity is being analyzed by 


accountants now going into the records of 
several representative companies for the 
Petroleum Committee, for the purpose of 
answering the Commission’s figures. It 
was felt exceedingly necessary at this time 
that the oil industry arrive at a uniform 
system of accounting. 

A resolution was passed calling for the 
accountants of the oil companies to meet 
with the accountants employed by the 
Petroleum Committee to work out a plan 
of accounting by which the reports of the 


oil companies would all tell the same 
Story 

A large part of the trouble, it was 
shown, is due to the fact the western 


Pennsylvania refiners are almost all close 
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capitalized 


corporations years ago for 
small amounts, with their officers often 
being paid only modest salaries, the effort 
being made to accumulate a surplus to 
pay dividends and not put in capital stock 
to keep up with growth of the company 

Plant expansions had ‘been charged to 
construction rather than to plant, and the 
plant was thus carried at a valuation way 
below normal for the pre-war period 
All this had tended toward showing a rate 
of profit unfair to the oil company. What 
was necessary, Chamberlin said, was that 


the oil companies adopt a system of ac 
counting which would make their profit 
figures uniform. 


Agree On 18 Cents For 
56 Gasoline At Refinery 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24. 
56 gasoline, 58 gasoline and kerosene

The resolution presented to the Pe- 
troleum Committee by the representa- 
tive refiners and jobbers also provides 
that the refiner be permitted to charge 
somewhat higher prices to other mar- 
keting territories where tank wagon 
prices are higher, freight considered. 

The jobbers’ advisory sub-committee 
of the Petroleum Committee meeting 
with the advisory sub-committee on re- 
fining for the Mid-Continent district in 
Chicago a few weeks ago, practically 
agreed upon the same prices as were 
finally arrived at except that for 56 
gasoline the refiners held out for 18 
cents, while the jobbers felt 1734 cents 
a fair price. The two sub-committees 
were unable to agree on this point, the 
refiners stating that, inasmuch as the 
jobbers were selling 56 gasoline at the 
standard price for motor fuel, the price 
at the refinery should be 18 cents. The 
jobbers asserted that they could handle 
this particular grade of motor fuel only 
during the summer season and that they 
should be allowed the extra quarter 
cent for profit, inasmuch as during the 
rest of the year they were selling a 
grade which cost them 18% cents at the 
refinery, thereby reducing their profit 
materially. 

Outside Indiana territory where the 
refiner can sell at above these prices 
and still allow the jobbers his full mar 
gin of profit after he has paid his freight 
he is allowed to do so.

HE first organization of the Inde 
pendent oil jobbers in the history 
of the oil industry, was formed 


in Chicago, July 16, 1909, and known as 
the Independent Petroleum Marketers’ 
Association of the U. S., a name whicl
